In 
the southeast on the western Bug, 
they have scored notable successes, 
Nevertheless, the situation with War- 
saw threatened from three sides, un- 
doubtedly remains serious and every- 
taing depends on the ability of the) 
Poles to keep up their agressiveness.

14 per cent. to 15 per cent. to the cost 
of freight, and consequently to the 
cost of goods which had to be retail- 
ed tn Canada, 

In dollars and cents, the saving to 
Canadian buyers of goods from the 
United States will, it ts stated, reach 
huge proportions even during the 
period of suspension, from August 
18th to December 16th,

New York, Aug. 17 —- Raymond 
Chapman, shortstop of the Cleveland 
American baseball team, who was hit 
on the head by a ball thrown by Pit- 
cher Carl Mays in Monday's game 
with the New York Americans, died 
in the St, Imwrence hospital at 4.50 
o'clock Tuesday morning.

Mays, who 
pitched the ball, acted under this im- 
pression, flelding the ball that re- 
bounced half way to the pitcher's box, 
and threw it to first base in order to 
retire Chapman, 

Then it was noticed that Chapman 
had collapsed at the plate. He was

The Dominion Government im- 
migration hall the corner of First 
street and Columbia avenue, next 
to the C.N.R. station is advertised 
for sale by the Department of 
Public Works. So far as heard up 
to the present time there is no sug- 
gestion of the erection of a hall 
anywhere else, This must be ac- 
cepted as a sample brick of the 
vigorous immigration policy of the 
Minister of Immigration and Col- 
onization. Of course there may be 
immigrants and immigration with- 
out immigration halls, or indeed 
without a minister or department 
of immigration. But it has been 
a common belief that it was a very 
considerable advantage to immi- 
grants and therefore an aid to 
have such places available for the 
temporary accommodation without 
charge of persons and families of 
limited means coming to find or 
make homes in this country. 

Nothing has occurred or been 
developed that would give founda- 
tion to the belief that immigration 
halls had ceased to be of advan- 
tage, oc that the usefulness of the 
Edmonton hall had come to an 
end. It is true that there has been 
very little immigration sinee the 
beginning of the war. But it is to 
be supposed that with the good 
crops of this year there will be a 
revival of the movement of people 
to the west. There is still plenty 
of vacant land in the country 
along the railway lines radiating 
from Edmonton, in northerly dir- 
ections. Usually immigrants 
would be compelled to stop over 
at Edmonton at least between 
trains. 
especially well situated and suited 
to give accommodation under 
such circumstances. 

The only conclusion that ean be 
drawn from the removal of the 
hall is that the minister either does 
not appreciate the advantage to 
immigration work of such a place 
of shelter or he does not intend to 
push immigration work. Neither 
view can be looked upon with 
favor by the citizens of Edmonton. 

On its face the removal of the 
immigration hall is as difficult to 
understand as the abandonment

The 
circular says: 

“Leaving out of consideration the 
inordinate domand, one can readily 
see that with wood at more than $20 
a cord & will be impossible to make 
cheap paper in this country. . .-. 
The end of another ten years is 
likely to see paper production costs 
in Canada at the critical point where 
it may no longer be economical for 
the public to use the product.” 
Twenty dollars a cord sounds 

like a good deal of money, even at 
the present high rates of wages. 
With prices up to that figure and 
an actual searcity of pulpwood in 
sight the vast forests of white 
poplar which cover a large part of 
Alberta west and north of Edmon- 
ton should have value, as they 
have not had before. 

The tree of the West is the 
white poplar. Throughout the 
greater part of the country it is 
small in size and therefore not use- 
ful except as shelter, or for fire- 
;wood and fencing. But in the 


monton and the mountains are 
dense poplar forests; the trees 
| growing up to a foot in diameter 
and 50 to 75 feet tall. Tha wood is 
sound with very few knots, owing 
to the density of growth. The trees 
jare scarcely large enough to be 
}sawn into lumber, but are just the 
right size for pulp wood. 

Here is a field for the exploita- 
tion of the membership of the 
Pulp & Paper Association. They 
need have no fear regarding ex- 
haustion of the supply, for prac- 
| tically every tree now growing is 
doomed to be destroyed ; and most- 
|ly by fire. The poplar forests men- 
|tioned grow on good soil. The 
|character of their growth is evi- 
| dence as to suitability of both soil 
and climate for farming purposes.

If Warsaw falls, Bolshevism will 
have ecored its greatest triumph

ern Europe may wel! have cause to 
tremble. A sovietized Poland will 
threaten Paris, London, Rome and 
Madrid, no less than its immediate 
neighbors, Germany and Crecho- 
Slovakia. Tre success of soviet pro- 
paganda and soviet arms in Poland 
will strengthen the hands of the pro-

THE EDUCATIONAL SYSTEM. 


Editor The Bulletin. 

@ir,— Your editorial, “The Break- 
@own of the Schools,” should evoke 
Bome profitable discussion. Speaking 
both as a parent and as a high school 
teacher of some fifteen yeare’ experi- 
ence I suppose I may claim the right 
to a hearing even though many might 
dissent from my viaws. I may eay at 
the outset that I agree heartily with 
the general tone of your excellent edi- 
torial, reserving for another part of 
this communbcation some criticism of 
details in your diagnosis of our school 
disease. 

You are correct, it seems to me, 
when you suggest that our school sys- 
tem has broken down. There are 
those of us among the teachers who 
for years fhave been watching with 
dismay the bending and sagging of 
our school system, knowing that the 
breaking point must some day be 
reached. Now I crave the privilege 
of offering my own explanations as to 
what has constituted the bending 
which has finally led to the break- 
down of our schools. 

Firet of all there is, as you correct- 
ly say, the matter of the overloaded 
curriculum. I believe that at present 
wo have {n our curriculum, along with 
what is left of the old rudiments of an 
English education such as any Brit- 
{sh subject should have, a whole ‘bur- 
den of impedimenta and baggage that 
should be thrown back into the limbo 
of American faddism, whence it came. 
I believe further that this applies to 
the public as well as the high school 
curriculum. ‘The result of this over- 
loading of the public school cur- 
rrculum is that the attention of the 
pupils is spread over so great an area 
that they miss that concentration on 
“the three R's” which was the func- 
tion of our elemeztary schools two 
decades ago. The further result of 
this is that the pupils come up into 


the high schools with an increasingly | 


inadequate equipment with which to 
attack the higher subjects of study. 
Some years ago the bending of our 
Canadian schoo! etructure caused by 
this increased pressure became notice- 
able to those who frame curricula and 
otherwise lay down the regulations 
governing our schools. Now . one 
would have expected that they would 
have followed the obvious method of 
removing these additional burdens, or 
at any rate reducing the load suffici- 
ently to enable the pupils to stand 
erect again, as their fathers did. But 
no. Paradoxically enough, seeing the 
‘increasing difftculty with which the 
students stand up to their complex 
|tasks, they have imcreasingly admon- 
ished us to keep our instruction down 
jto the level of youthful capacity and 
jat the eame time have kept piling 
up the load on the curriculum, And 
further, when poor examination re- 
sults began to tell their inevitable tale, 
instead of witnessing a relief from 
jthe unnatural fourden the students 
have to bear in the form of a ridicul- 
ous multiplicity of activities we have 
|witnessed an agitation in favor of 
‘softening down examination require- 
iments or even abolishing examinations 
altogether. That ia to say, having 
lmore material on, say grade nine, 
|than the average student can do with 
reasonable efliciemcy, we put him 
through a hopeless mauling in grade 
Inine. Then, having some years ago 
| practically abolished the grade nine 
|examinations, We passed that bewild- 
lered student into grade ten, where an 
\intensified form of the same treat- 
ment awaited him. Then by a system 
fof relaxations and supplementals he 
was finally dragged sprawling into

It is thoroughly con- 
lwistent with the policy that has given 
our students, as 1 know it has, the 
hopeful suspicion that the gods will 
somehow nod in their behalf even in 
the event of partial disaster in an 
lexamination. | epeak with some feei- 
ing on this point, For fifteen years 
1 huve stood before high schoo! clas- 
ges in Canada, and L think I ean truth- 
fully bear witness that not once in 
the last ten years have 1 had the 
luxury of standing before a class all 
of whom 1 could honestly say were 
qualified to be In the class they were 
in. L would ask anyone to imagine 
what effect such a juggling atmos- 
phere would have on the students’ ef- 
furt to carry the increasing burdes. 
This will serve to illuetrate my ar@u- 
ment that by our folly we simultane- 
ously overload our students and de- 
attttude of 


|velop within them an 

jslackneas which diminishes their ef- 
forts, Greater burden, mmalier ef- |. 
fort! Small wonder vur echools lie 


broken and constitute @ disappoint- 
ment after al] the material expe di- 
ture they entall! 

Second!y, and as already hinted, we 
are neighbors of the Unded States, 
Now, sir, I have no deaire to beliivie 
the many 1 dmuinrable tralis ef the Am- 


erican people or their institutions. But 
their educational system is shallow. 
It is ®road in some reapects, but lacks 
depth and thoroughness. It ta true 
that among their higher iastitutions of 
learning, particularly the graduate 
echools of such places as Harvard and 
Yale, they have a very high standart 
of excekence, 


mentary and high schools are any- 
thing but thorough in teaching the 
rudiments. <A small crop blown out 
by a heavy breeze is the best picture 
{ can draw of the attainments of the 
average American high school etu- 
dent. Their schools are so crammed 
with multitudinous activities that for 
@ quarter of a century their etudents 
have scarcely ever had time to eit 
down and think. This has heped 
produce that peculiany rattle-Dri.ned 
and thoughtlessly whirlwind activity 
so characteristic of the American 
youth, I do not wish to be miswader- 
stood, There are many things about 
the ‘American people I admire, but 
their school system js not one of 
those things. wen in spite of the 
\fact that we have very largely adopt 
ed their methods, the average higa 
echoo} student here will outdo the 
American newcome# almost any time. 
We sometimes hear the boast that our 
schools are on a par with those of the 
United States. Sir, I am afraid such 
is rapidly coming to be the case, anv 
that is one of the symptoms of the 
present school malady. All we have 
to do is to finish the job of placing 
our schools on a par with those of the 
United States if we wish to see them 
indeed broken beyond repair. Some 
of the statistics to be found in Dr. 
Judd’s recent publication, ‘The Psy- 
chology of High School Subjects” wiil 
amply justify these somewhat e6ur- 
prising statements. 

On the other hand, we have the 
high schools of Britain, with their 
faults of course, but stfll with some 
time left for the homely old practice 
of sitting down and actually thinking 
once in a twhile! Sir, I believe one 
of the things that has its bearing on | 
our present school trouble is the wor- | 
shipping of too many of our people 
at the shrine of American fadism in- 
stead of looking to the less windy. but | 
a dozen times more efficient British 
system. I do not see why we could | 
not develop some Jittle angularities of 
a purely Canadian character, but 1 
|think that if ‘we really have to go out- 
\gide the country for a model we (would 
tind a better one in the Old Country 
| than in the United States. I feel per- 
fectly free to say this, not being an 
OM4 Countryman myself, but a Cana- 
‘dian born. 
| But I think you are wrong when you 
state that the object of the present | 
‘public school system is to prepare | 
{pupils for high schoo] and then the 
juniversity. The university is certainly | 
\the very thing it fails to prepare them 
for, as the first year-examination re- 
‘sulte in.our universities eloquently tes- 
\tity. How could a system of rapid 
flitting hither and thither over @ 
vast field of multidudinous “‘activi- 
|ties’ ever properly prepare a person 
for anything? The best equipment 
for a university or any other career 
would be a thorough grounding ‘n 
‘these very rudiments that used to b> 
lthe boast of our schools, but which 
jhave been well nigh bhown away ty 
jthat southerly breeze to which I nave 
| already alluded. 

You say in your editorial: “Not omy 
is the percentage of pupils who stow 
\ap active interest in thei: studies ver" | 
low, but it is markedly going down. 
|} You are right this time. I peliove I} 
have already given that part of the 
lexplanation of this growing lack of 
interest in study. With your permis- | 
sion, I give a little more. As 1 said, | 
I am a Canadian by %irth and up- | 
bringing, and so [ suppose I may | 
ltake @ chance on venting sone | 
|friendly criticisms of Canadian life 
land manners. We Canadas, espe- | 
‘cially in the West, nave vecome of re 
cent years very materialistic in the 
cruder sense of th: term, That is 10 
gay, our standard of value has deteri- 
orated. A generation ago we were a 
simple folk with the homely virtues 
of personal thoughtfulness and that 
| capacity for a moment's leisure which 
| ls 80 indispensable to intellectual cul- 
ture. But those days are gone. Al- 
| though I do not claim to be an aged | 
man, I look back at the change not 
without some doubts, The average | 
Canadian youth of today js more con- 
celted and less gracious than the cor- | 
responding youth of & score of years | 
ago. There is no denying that, and 
it is the inevitable resylt of our 
whirlwind material scramb!e in this 
country. Money has been far more | 
potemt among us than personal worth 
or intellectual prowess. Sir, there 
never yet was @ great and soulfui 
people that resulted from feeding on 
ecraps at the altar of Mammon. Rome 
went crash just for that reason—and 
so did Prussia. But I am a teacher 
and not a preacher, and 40 I must 
not elaborate this phase of my sub- 
ject too much. I wish some of our 
local clergy would get down to ‘brass 
tacks” and hammer home this phase 
of ‘the teachers’ difficulties to the 
parents, In that materia) scramble 
which hae been one of the outstanding 
characteristics of our life as a people 
such a thine ag cultivating the intel- 
lectua] facuMies and finer graces of 
life js absolutely out of the question, 
This is a widely diffused state of af- 
fairs and has ita inevitable bearing on 
school life. It has even affected 
our philosophy of education. More 
than once during the last ten years 
have I heard men who should know 
better hold up to public ridicule the 
idea that it is possible for a young per- 
/gon to actually have intellectual tastes 
land be other than a mental jumping 
jack, incapable of more than a few 
seconds’ consecutive thinking concern- 
jing anything. It is @ case of all act- 
ling and no thinking—with the result 
/that the actions become barbaric and 
}absurd Thus we eee the dizzying 
round of “school activities,’ automo- 
biles, parties, dances, all sorts of ar- 
tificial physical gymnastics, moving 
pictures, various forms of “communi- 
ty activities’ for a lot of mere chil- i 
dren who ehould be at home doing 
their lessons before going to bed. And 
all thie, as the Minister of Education 
quite properly suggests, without that 
minimum of parental discipline = ao | 
necessary to the proper guidance of | 
| youth. Tt may be that all this is but 
la passing phase of a civilization which, 
based primarily on material posses- 
gion and but eecondarily on persona! 
excellence, contains its retribution in 
| ite own bosom.

The insect which mostly inter- 
ests boys and girle for the first time 
is the butterfly, and 1 suppose every- 
one tninks- he knows a butterfly 
when he sees one, yet this is not the 
case, so very often brightly colored 
moths are mistaken for butterflies, 
especially some of those moths which 
fly in tae daytime. It !¢@ common'y 
supposed that butterflies are gaily 
colored insects, which fly in the day- 
time, whilst moths or millers are dull, 
drab colored insects which fiy at 
might. Now, butterflies certainly fly 
only in the daytime but some of them 
are ag dull and dark as the moth, 
whilst lots of the moths are clothed 
in crimson, yellow, green and various 
bright colors, and even fly by daytime
